Any employees 
who have returned to work when the bids are posted will be 
eligible to apply. Any vacancies that cannot be filled in this 
way, will be filled by eligible replacements from other sources. 


We believe that many of our employees want to return to 
work. We cannot estimate the financial and other losses that 
the employees and the Company have suffered as a result of the 
enforced strike. All of the offers made by the Company prior 
to the strike still stand. 


We sincerely hope that you will return to work at your 
regular time on Wednesday, November 17,1948.
